Remarks for Pre- Appeal Brief Request for Review 

Claims 1-16 and 18-21 are pending. Of those claims, claims 4-16 and 19-21 have been 

withdrawn from consideration pursuant to the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §1.1 42(b). Claims 1-3 and 

18 are active in this application, of which claim 1 is independent. 

Claims 1-3 and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by 

Yumoto et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0067328) ("Yumoto"). Appellant 

submits that Yumoto does not identically disclose a sample hold circuit including all the 

limitations recited in independent claim 1 . Specifically, Yumoto does not disclose, among other 

things, the following limitations recited in claim 1: 

a first capacitor connected at one of its electrodes to the other electrode of said 
second switching element, and receiving on the other electrode a predetermined 
potential; and 

a drive circuit having an input node connected to the other electrode of said 
second switching element and an output node connected to the other electrode of 
said first switching element, and providing a potential corresponding to a potential 
of said input node to the output node wherein a power supply voltage of said drive 
circuit is intermittently supplied. 

The Examiner identified capacitor 189 shown in Fig. 42 of Yumoto as the claimed drive 
circuit. See paragraph 5 of the Office Action dated April 28, 2008. There is a clear error in the 
Examiner's position at least because capacitor 189 of Yumoto is also identified as the claimed 
first capacitor by the Examiner and claim 1 requires the drive circuit in addition to the first 
capacitor. The Examiner did not provide any factual basis to support his position that Yumoto 
discloses the claimed first capacitor and drive circuit. 

Based on the foregoing, Yumoto does not identically disclose a sample hold circuit 
including all the limitations recited in independent claim 1. Dependent claims 2, 3, and 18 are 
also patentable at least because the claims respectively include all the limitations recited in 
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independent claim 1. Appellant, therefore, respectfully solicits reconsideration and reverse of 
the outstanding rejection of claims 1-3 and 18.
